Questioned-. Redman refused to list the governments with which 
we've consulted on these sales to the Saudis, beyond saying the 
number is more than one. Asked if Iran or Iraq is making these 
missiles-. Redman said he didn't know — "but-, obviously-, this 
case of Iran and Iraq is perhaps the most compelling example of 
this disturbing trend. In this case those missiles have been 
used in relatively large numbers and have caused a considerable 
amount of damage and devastation-" 

Recalling that when Uu was here he had said that more Arab 
governments should be involved in the niddle East initiative 
process, a reporter asked for more information about what he 
was saying and about Shultz's response. Redman: "The 
Secretary spoke at length about our approach-, about all the 
governments involved-, about the need for Palestinians to be 
involved. There's a wealth of material available about our 
position."
